Correspondence On Barring of Uni-

tarians.
New York', Oct. 13. At a meeting here

yesterday of the executive committee
of the inter-churc- h conference on federa-
tion, which meets here next month, it
was decided to make public the corres-
pondence out of which has grown the
discussion on the subject of the exclusion
of the Unitarian denomination from the
conference.

The correspondence includes the ori-

ginal letter of invitation and the text
of lettcis exchanged between Dr. Samuel
A. Eliot, of the proposed Unitarian dele-

gation, and Dr. E. B. Sanford, secretary
of the National Federaton of Churches,
acting for the inter-churc- h conference.
Dr. Eliot sadi that as the free Christian
churches were included in the members-hi-

of the State federations of Massa-
chusetts and Rhode Island the Unitar-
ians had assumed the general invitation
to the' inter-churc- h conference included
that denomination. During the summer,
however, he had learned the Unitarians
might- not be welcomed and he wrote to
ask if these rumors had any justifica-
tion.

DOCTORS DIDN'T DEMUR.

Burlington, Oct. 14. All but five of
the 78 physicians summoned before the
State lward of medical examiners be-

cause they had not had their licenses
recorded within the time limit provided
by the new Jaw had appeared and taken
the examination before the board ad-

journed Thursday night. The physi-
cians for the most part made no com-

plaint and several who had recorded
their licenses appeared wishing to take
the examination because of the recipro-
cal relations it would establish with
other States.

The board will begin immediately to
get a list of those physicians in the re-

maining six counties who have not had
their licenses recorded and an examina-
tion will be conducted in Rutland in
December for their benefit. Another ex-

amination w ill be held here in January
to dispose of those who were not able to
appear here and those who cannot go to
Rutland.
